I know whereof I ailivm in this par-
ticular, I know, too, what Governor Curtin’s
opinion of tho matter is, for in an interview
with bim at his house in Philadelphia, abont
three weeks bofore his departure for Europe,
thelwhole sabject, in the preseuce of others,
was fully discussed; and from the Governor's
romarks at the time, I think your little neigh-
bor will never sineerely ask Governor Curtin

Why does not Quay bring a libel suit
against his friend *“Bill Kemble,” who
“blowed” on him for selling out Cartin ?
Kemble was the one who did the talking to
Quay for the Camerons, on the Sanday pre-
ceding the organization of the Legislature in
1867. On the Monday following Hon. Alex-
ander Adaire, of Philadelphia, remonstratod
with Quay against this political treason; and
from his room in the Brady House proceedsd
to Govervor Curtin and informed him that
his especial friend, M. &, Quay, had sold him
out.

Quay says he does not propose to defend
General Cameron. This is simply said to
hoodwink the publie. I know, and others
know, thut he is, and has been, owned by
Cameron ever since that treascnable political
sale of Audrew G. Curtinin Jauunary, 1567,
and he is obliged to defend aud protect his
master, for therein dependeth “his bread and
butter,” and it constitutes a part of the con-
sideration for the capital invested in starting
the publication of the Beaver Ladical, which
is a paid Cameron organ.

thrash himm whenever he again dares to “‘pop
up"” his head for office in this county, or in
any other way he desires. He says all that is
necessary Lo defeat a man in this. county is,
